Ho was 
one "of ^th6^jAve\vdest:. and most 
active' members seiic frouiJBritisli Co- 
li^l)i|^^En^ it was owing to his indi- 
vidi&l fnhd- energetic endeavors that 
a survey of tho Fniser route for 
the railway was ordorc-d after that of 
Bute Inlet had been virtntilly adopted 
Vjl^tliQj^i''*''^ Govcrnmqijt. , Wlo liavc 
diSrra-'seriously witli :'Mr.^" De^vdney 
on some points — notably tliat of rail- 
way route; but wc have always been 
ready to acknowlcdgn that he is tho 
possessor of a large-sizod "Jewel'' of 
consistency.

A lYEW PETROLEUM ACT. 



Just prior to the adjournment of 
Parliament an Act of much importance 
to consumers of petroleum was passed. 
Its existence is not generally known 
Lore, and its enforccmeiit -w ill create a 
perfect revolution in tlio petroleum 
tr.tde. The Act provides tliat oil shall 
be inspected by offiGer.<i of the Internal 
Kevenuc, or of tho Customs; that the 
standard fire tost for Canadian petro- 
leum shall be 105 degrees Fahrenheit, 
any oil below that standard to be deem- 
ed explosive; that the .standard tesl'for 
twy;ar^<fZ petroleum shall bo 130 de- 
grees Fahrenheit; any petroleum below 
that scale to be seized, and if not ex- 
ported within 58 hours after seizure to 
be destroyed. The tests are to ha made 
by means of pyrometers, and all petro- 
kuni shall bo of a specific gravity 
e<iual to not less than 807-lOOOth.s of 
the weight of an equal measure of di.s- 
tilled water when both aro at a tem- 
perature of 62 degrees Fahrenheit. No 
person will be allowed to have in his 
possession gasolene, benzine, benzole, 
naphtha or any other explosive sub- 
stance, being the product of crude pe- 
troleum, without having lirst obtained 
a permit to that cQect. All petroleum 
liable to imjKJobion which is oflered 
for sale witliont liaving fceou insi)ectpd 
will be subjwt to acizurc, unless prov- 
ed to be held for exportation. l''oi- eai.b 
and every package illegally held ths 
owner thereof shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding §5 for every, package in re- 
spect of which such ofifence thasybecn 
committed. For the inspection of every 
package of Canadian petroleum con- 
taining more than ton but not more 
tifly gallons there shall be paid a fee 
of 10 cents; for every package of Ca- 
nadian petroleum containing not more 
than ten gallon.^, a fee of 5' cents; for;

It provides 
inferroTia^tbat such part of the City aa w 
bounded on tho north by Johnson street, 
on tho oust by Thoad street iiiid (in tJio 
west by Wliarf street, si. all be decliu-od 
within the tiro liiails. All building.s erect- 
ed within tho limits after the pa.ssage of 
tho proposed bylaw luiist have their out- 
side and party walls constructed of brick, 
stone or other incumbuatible material, 
which shall extond from the fonndution 
to tho top and throu^i tlio roof. Tlio 
roof •ja'to; be covered with suoli matoriid 
us shall afford protection against tiinj and 
the walls aro to bu so cont>tructod a.s to 
Hopar.atcd all wood work thoroughly from 
the extcriur'and interior of anj* adjoining 
building. All repairs to buildioga con- 
structed of brick, stonuorothernon-inflaiu- 
mable matter uve to bo mado in conform- 
ance with the pt(ivi.'ji'-iii,-i of tlio bylaw. No 
H-dodcn buildings within tho firo limits 
sliall be altered or changed without tlio 
written pcrmi.ssion of tho Chief Enginoor 
of tho Fire Department, aubject to tlio 
approval of a majority of tho Fire War- 
dens. Tho permit muut fully set forth 
the alterations CDiitemiilated and it will 
not bo given if it is iiiteinli'il to incroaso 
the value of the building more than 25 pur 
cent. No ])uildii!g within the firo limits 
can be removed except to a portion of the 
same lot on wliich it stands or to a point 
outside tlic limits. Section provides 
that wheijover any building shall bo, in 
the judgment of the Chief Kngiiieor and a 
majority of the Firo Wal'deiifi, a danger- 
ous nuisance, or when it sliall be damaged 
by fire to the extent of at least one-half 
its value, the owner thereof 'shall be ro- 
(juired to remove it. Any person or per- 
sons violating the pi'ovisionH of the bylaw 
shall be held [{uilty nf a misdomoanor aiul 
sliall bo punished liy a tine of not los3 tliau 
IJIO or more than" .siUO. Each day of 
maintaining or continuing a violation of 
tho bylaw will bo considered a new of- 
fence and pun'shed accordingly. Tlie 
final clause of tho bylaw enacts that the 
Chief Engineer of tho Fire Doparlment 
and the Firo Wardon.s are required to see 
that tho provisions of tho ordinance bo 
enforced and to make cumpluints in tho 
Police Court in the event of any violation.
